But the almost universal testimony 
is that physically weak as he had 
grown, his mental faculties were en- 
tirely unimpaired until the ‘shock 
he received (if we may trust a Japan- 
ese telegram) from the Emperor's 
instruction that he was to consult 
his conscience before signing the 
Manchurian Convention. Whatever

Empress Dowager, could not possibly 
occur without making some distur- 
bance in the microcosm he has left. 
Persona ingrata as H. E. Li Hung- 
chang had made himself of la'e yenrs 
to the majority of our countrymen, 
they ‘vecognised that he was a man 
with a will and power to enforce it, 
that he was actuated by a real love 
lof his country and its regent, the 

purity of that love being smirched 
yy his congenital hankering after 
money, which is believed to have 
sometimesstruggled successfully with 
his patriotism. He was little loved 
by the mass of the Chinese nation, 
many of China’s difficulties in 
the last few years being justly attri- 
buted to him; but it was to him 
that the real ruler of China always 
turned whenever her difficulties 
became acute. It must be allowed 
that in describing him as we have 
done as “The Great Man of China” 
we have only spoken by the card, 
and the death of such a man must 
leave a void that is not easily re- 
filled. All over the world in this 
first year of the twentieth century 
the dearth of great men to replace 
those whose time is expiring is very 
marked. LiHung-chang left behind 
him a large number of protégés and 
followers, but no one of them, as far 
as we know, promises as yet to be 
ever able to fill his shoes. 

In an article which appeared in 
these columns almost exactly four 
years ago, headed “Blind Leaders 
of the Blind,” we gave our readers 
brief sketches of the members 
of the Grand Council, the Minis- 
try of War, and the Tsungli Ya- 
mén, the men who were then the 
leading statesmen of China. A 
remarkably emall number of them 


in- 
of 
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:. Some, like Prince 
Kung, have died from natural causes. | 
Some, like Weng Tung-ho, have | 
retired, with their heads fortunately | 
still on their shoulders; others have 
fallen victims to the wrath of the 
Empress Dowager, either at the time 
of the coup d'état or during last 
year's madness. ‘Lo one or two, and 
those not always the most guilty 
ones, death has come in accordance 
with the denunciation of the Foreign 

Ministers. The most important of 
the statesmen who survive is Yung 
Lu, a Manchu, of whom we wrote in 
1897 that “he became a favourite 

soon after the Franco-Chinese war, 

and is regaréci as one of the most 

intelligent of the Manchus at the 

capital. According to Chinese report, 
lie is one of the most insistent in 

calling upon the Emperor to show a 

bold front to foreign aggression, and 

throw himself upon the patriotism 

of the people, etc.” It was not 

supposed then that his defiance of 
foreign aggression would take the 

form that it did last year. It is 

pretty well known now that his per- 

sonal ambition is the mainspring of 
Yung Lu’s patriotism, and that it has 

not prevented his supporting the 

cession of Manchuria, the cradle of 

his race, to Russia. It was his per- 

sonal ambition that induced him to 

encourage the Empress Dowager in 

effecting the coup d'état, and the 

Emperor was well advised, from the 

political point of view, when he made 

the abortive effort which was 

so dramatically described in our 

columns, to remove Yung Lu alto- 

gether. | Of those whom Yung Lu 

deems his rivals, Li Hung-chang, 

who was too old a man to be danger- 

ous to him, has now been removed 

by death, and at the capital there 

remains only Prince Ching, and if the 

Peking telegram which we print in 

another column is, as we believe it 

to be, well-fonnded, Yung Lu has 

just made a vigorous effort to remove 

him. He is constantly endeavouring 

to undermine two other possible 

rivals, the Yangtze Viceroys Liu 

Ktun-yi and Chang Chih-tung; and 

if he does not work against Yuan 

Shi i,it can only be because he 

feels sure that when the latter gets 

to Chihli, he will fall again under his 

former master’s influence. For China 

and for foreigners in China, Yung 

Lu is undoubtedly the most danger- 
ous of the Empress Dawager’s 
advisers, and much more dangerous 
now that Li Hung-chang hi 
The fact that he has escap-d 
punishment for his action last 

must encourage him to believe that 
he is under the special protection of 
Heaven.

From Cape Terminal the rock besi 
av’ E., true, distant 2 miles, and is in 
latitude 39° 10° 28° north and longitude 
129° 12' 8 east; it lies on the continuation 
of a line joining Cape Terminal and Triple 
Island.

While patrolling in Nibon-enoki off 
Shiba at 2 a.m., yesterday, two policemen 
named Kawachi and Ikeda thought they 
saw a man rapidly beating a retreat.

time, for the rogue was disappearing. The 
knavo seeing the newcomer, returned 
with his knife aloft and cut the policeman 
on the band. No sooner had the police- 
man recovered his courage, than the rogue 
was again fleeing with the rapidity of 
lightning. Soon the man was lost in the 
darkness of night and he has not yet been 
found. The condition of Kawachi bas 
been precarious since. 

The little tobacco shop kept by a woman 
named Tsuru Tokunaga at Sen-fune-cho, 
Matsuyama, was completely overrun by 
two dogs on the evening of the 26th ult., 
and the poor woman was at a loss what to 
do. This damage was éustained by the shop 
by a strange accident. That evening as the 
Woman was about to close the front shutter 
of the house, the hour to go to bed having 
arrived, a dog suddenly rushed into the 
house and on to the inner room, where 
it at once began to tear about. The 
woman raised an alarm, crying, ‘ Burglar, 
burglar,” for she had completely lost her 
presence of mind at the sudden occurrence 
of this extraordinary incident, and did not 
mow what had befallen to her house. Tho 
neighbours came to her rescue, and from 
the furious howls and noises coming from 
the dark room in the interior, they con- 
cluded that a mad dog must be causing the 
disturbance. One of them hurried to some 
house not far off and led from it a fighting 























dog kept by the family. ‘The dog was set on 
the crazy one inside, and soon the growls 
and disturbances came with treble force, for 
the two dogs began a deadly quarrel. At 
last the professional fighter bit at the throat 
of the other dog, as was subsequently 
discovered, and killed it. When all this 
was over'and the people examined the 
rooms, all the furniture and stoc! 

were found to be in a wrecked condition.

Tur “Nagasaki Press” has the follow- 
ing details of the sufferings of the German 
steamer Babelsberg in the recent ty- 
phoon : 


‘The condition in which several vessels 
have arrived at this port within the last 
few days testifies to the severity of the re- 
cent typhoon in these waters. The Ger- 
man steamer Babelsberg, from Karatsu, 
entered this harbour on Wednesday morn- 
ing in a storm-battered condition, and the 
wonder is how the captain and crew man- 
aged to navigate the vessel here. The Ba- 
belsberg left Karatsu on Saturday last 
with a cargo of coal for Manila, When 
about 36 hours out, sho was caught by 
the typhoon and had a terrible experience, 
She had on board 3,400 tons of coal, a por- 
tion of which shifted during the storm, 
causing the vessel to list. Had the coal 
not been properly stowed on board at Ka- 
rats, it is very probable that the vessel 
would not have weathered the typhoon. 
Heavy seas swept’ the ship from stem to 
stern and the cabin windows on the listed 
side were smashed by the waves, the con- 
tents of the rooms being irretrievably 
ruined. The engine-room was flooded, and 
at ono time matters were very critical, as 
tho firemen were on the point of leaving 
the stokehold, their position being almost 
untenable. To make matters worse, the 
vessel began to leak and four feet of water 
were recorded in the hold. All available 
hands were sent to the pumps, but the 
work of pumping was very difficult, as the 
coal dust had penetrated into“the water 
and clogged the pumps. The sounding: 
pipe, astern of the after hold, was forced 
up during the storm, and smashed up a. 
portion of the deck, wrenching serews and 
woodwork away as if they had been match- 
wood. All the rooms on the main deck are 
in a terribly battered condition, and it was, 
only their stoutness that prevented them 
from being swept away. Two large ships’ 
boats were washed away and one of them 
was smashed to pieces. by being dashed 
against the boom. Some idea of the force 
of tho waves may be gathered when it is 
stated that one of the steam derricks was 
fractured by a wave and other porti 
ironwork were twisted and bent. The ves- 
tel presents a truly deplorable spectacle as 
she now lies in harbour, and many weeks 
must elapse before she will be ready for 
sea again. Her cargo of coal is being re- 
moved, 60 that the leak may be located, 
and the vessel will then go into dock for 
surrey and repairs. 
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THE DEATH OF HE. 
LI HUNG-CHANG.

Tue great Viceroy, the sblest | 
statesman in China, has died in 
hurness . with an unsigned Man- 
churian Convention on his desk. It 
is stated that the latest decision 
of the Dowager Empress to denounce 
the * Manchurian Convention, and 
thus frustrate the consummation of | 
the arrangement which Li made with | 
Russia five years ago, threw him) 
into such a rage that he burst a 
blood-vessel, and has been sinking 
physically ever since, though his 
message on Wednesday to Prince 
Ching shows that he retained his 
mental vigour almost to the last. 
He has for very many years been the 
protagonist in the Chinese political 
drama; it seems too soon to criticise 
his performance at the moment that 
he has made his last exit, and it is 
very d flicult to foresee how the play 
will go on withont him. At any 
rate he was too large a man for the 
trite maxim “de mortnis nil nisi 
bonum’” to be appropriate to his case. 

Ti Hung-chang’s father wasa man 
of the people whose real name was 
Ts'no, and who was adopted into the 
Li family of Hofei_in Anhui, and 
rose to the rank of Chihhsien. ‘The 
late Viceroy, like his brothers, studied 
in his father’s yamén and so con- 
soientionsly that he became « Hanlin 
at the age of twenty-four, Daring 
the Taiping Rebellion he was one 
of the secretaries of the great ‘I'séng 
Kuo-fan, among his colleagues being 
the justly celebrated 'f'so ‘Tsung-t'ang 
and Pen, tin, He volun'eered to | 
raise and command a corps of Volun 
teers from his native province Anu’ 
and his success in this direction, 
though he was primarily a literary 
man, brought him into prominence; 
and his corps was the seed from

FRANCE IN THE 
LEVANT. 


1th November. 


Ir was on the 19th of May, 1798, 
that a French expedition with much 
secrecy, and after great preparation, 
left Toulon for the East. I's object 
then was not the evercion of an 
obstinate Sultan. There were higher 
aims in view, no less than supremacy 
not only in Kyypt, the first stepping 
stone, but in Syria, in India, and 
possibly beyond. By the first of 
July, Napolem, with 30,000 men, 
was before Alexandria. What 
folloved is ancient history. We 
do not intend to dwell upon it, and 
have referred to these century-old 
achievements only to remark’ that 
the natural French ambition to 
found a Great Eastern Empire has 
never been given up. We have been 
told a great deal about the progress 
made by Germany and Russia in the 
‘Turkish dominions, and very little as 
to what are the feelings of France 
in the matter. So fur as Russia is 
concerned, no patriotic Frenchman, 
as patriotism ix understood to-day, 
would think of raising his voice 
against the incursions of his coun- 
try’s one ally. But with Germany 
it is otherwise. No very great care 
will be taken to avoid treading on 
‘Teutonic corns. If they »re sensitive 
so much the worse for them. They 
shonld not intrude where they are 
not wanted. 

Such apparently is roughly the 
position of affairs to-day. France 
has undeniable grievances agaiust 




















Turkey. This much has been 
officially recognised by Great Britain, 
Russia, Austria, and Germany as 
well. There seems to have been a 
real concert on that point. But the 
Sultan his had mach experience of 
concerts. How easily the instruments

Frox the fuller information con- 
tained in the dispatches that appear 
in the American newspapers brought 
to us by recent transpacific steamers,

us. In a letter which appears in 
the latest issue received of the 
“Spectator,” Mr. Rudyard Kipling 
denounces the levity and cynicism 
displayed by the Government in 
its appointment of Sir Redvers 
to the conimand of the First Army 
Corps, formed as a part cf Mr. 
Brodrick’s Army Reorganisation 
scheme, and of Sir Evelyn Wood, who 
is generally known to be as deaf as 
a post, and is in his sixty-fourth year, 
to the command of the Second Army 
Corps.

The “Spectator” goes on to ask 
whether any reasonabie person ima- 
gines that General Buller would be 
allowed to command the First Army 
Corps if it were sent abroad on active 
service.

I urged Sir Redvers Buller to 
ersevere, and desired him to point 
out to his tro»ps that the honour of 
the Empire was in their hands, and 
to assure them that I had no doubt 
whatever ef their being successful.’ 
The man of iron determination and 
bull-dog tenacity was not before 
Ladysmith, but at Cape ‘fown.” No 
journalist, of course, would presume 
to judge, on the strength of his own 
knowledge and observation, of Sir 
Redvers Buller's fitness to command 
an army corps in the field: the point 
is, that the authorities who are sup- 
posed to beable to judge, that is, the 
Commander-in-Chief and the War 
Secretary, did not hesitate toappoint 
under a new scheme whose succes 
was a vital matter to the welfare 
of the British Army, a man whom 
they declared, by the publication of 
the dispatches we have mentioned, to 
have failed in the essentials of com- 
mand. 

‘The personal courage of Sir 
Redvers Buller has never been 
doubted, and he proved it again by 
his confession in the speech of the 
10th ultimo which caused his 
ultimate retirement, in which he 
admitted that he had advised 
General Sir George White that it 
would possibly be necessary to sure 
render Ladysmith. The Americantele- 
grams tell us that he had previously 
received several plain hiats from the 
War Office that he would do well to 
refuse invitations to make speeches, 
“His appointment to the command 
of the army corps was made in a 
spirit of generosity. It was thought 
that General Buller could not do 
much harm in the two years remain- 
ing before he retires. Failure to 
appoint him would have signified a 
public disgrace which the War Office 
was not willing to inflict on him, 
believing that General Buller had 
done his duty to the best of his 
ability.” This is unfortunately the 
system on which our government 
departments are conducted. Gene- 
rosity to an individual is considered 
before the wellbeing of the public 
service; although, as in General 
Buller’s case, this generous weakness 
results in more ultimate injury to its

Convention, and is assented to by the 
German Government, As to the military 
protection of the railway it is reasonable 
that it should he Russian rather than 
Chinese, if the railway is chiefly a Russian 
investment and property. Such a task is 
hy nu means easy, and is fur different from 
the protection of the Northern rai 
which at present is under British mi 
control anil protection, 

The people in Manchuria aro au adven- 
turous and troublesome elass, especially in 
the mountainous regions of the north, and 
are prone to become bandits. ‘The foree 
needed te guard Russian interests must be 
large. That no confidence ean be put in the 
Chinese military is plain after the oxpe- 
riences of last” year. What Russia will 
stipulate in the new and revised conven- 
ion can hardly be criticised. Any other 
county in the sme position would do the 
same. The matter of criticism is Russia 
supposed hidden intent to actually take 
possession of Manchuria at some fitting 
time in the future. And yet we may al 
come to see thal such an indent is best, as 
the present Manchu régime has sealed its 
own doom.

Tramways. 


The burning question of tramways, 
h in these days visits every city in the 
ised world sooner or later, has come to 
‘Tientsin. A powerful local syndicate has 
been formed and hax already secured a 
promise of a fifty years’ concession or 
franchise from the ‘Tientsin Provisional 
Government for a line i 
of the old city wall, with offshoots to the 
northern and eastern suburbs which are 
densely populated. The syndicate further 
propose to link-up all the Concessions on 
the right bank of the Peiho, and are 
i panese, French, Bri 
‘tn municipal ies with a 
riew to secure exclusive rights for the 
me period ax their City franchi 
‘The terms offered are one per cent o1 
income, and ten per cent of the net profit 
after a cumulative dividend of seven per 
cent has been paid.

‘Then the 
Japanese have for a long time been eager 
to take the initiative in this matter and 
have drafted schemes of their ows The 
authority to traverse the city lies wholly in 
the licence of the Provisional Government. 
This energetic and well-intentioned bedy 
has doubtless powers at present to grant 
‘a franchise, as it exists to fulfil all the 
ative administration ; but: 
it isa moot point if being ** provisional " 
and originating in military necessity it has 
the right to deal in franchises extending to 
half a century. It will most undoubtedly 

good thing if it possesses the right 
wl exercises it, as the natives see the 
antages of tramways as clearly as 
igners do. The scheme can be put 
through now on its merits or rejected on 
its demerits, without the grievous expense 
of meeting the charpyism of obstructive 
officials. Ifthe thing can be done, doubt 
less its ratification by the incoming Chinese 
will be made a sine qué non in the rendi- 
tion of the City. 

‘There is thus every probability of Tion- 
tsin being the leader in tram-pioneering in 
China. T may add in dismissing the subject 
for the present, that the proposed line is to 
have electrical traction, and that the Com- 
pany hope to do a Inge cargo trade 
as well as passenger.

On tho other 
hand the officers and men of the Woodcock 
have left. behind a high reputation that 
will need all the care and courtesy of fu- 
ture visitors to maintain. ‘That it can be 
surpassed is not open to discussion, To be 
sure the Hsien was frightened nearly out 
of his official boots when, on touching a 
harmless looking button on the hither end 
of x tube, the Maxim commenced to spit 
bullets into the stream at a bewildering 
ate. With pursed-up lips and a sibilant 
sigh he retired to a safe distanc from the 
monster that for so little cause could make 
so great an effect. But the Fu, he had 
been to Shanghai—that goal of all inland 
Chinamon’s ambition—and had there seen 
much bigger guns than these, and rather 
looked with disdain ou the poor Hsien who 
had not. passed through the curriculum 
implied in a visit to the great mart by the 
sea—but even he made faces and stuffed 
his fingers in his ears when the rockets 
made stars, or perhaps oue should say, com- 
ets, at noonday.

Military Command.

‘arew and Major-General Hildyard, both 
of whom have declined the honour. The 
Government is at present engaged in ne- 
| yotiations, through the War Office.

The Pacific Island Lavourors’ Bill was 
introduced into the House this week. A 
time limit for the issue of licenses was re- 
garded as an absolute necessity, and also 
the gradual deportaticn of all Island 
labourers at present in Queensland. The 
measure has been framed on a graduated 
principle, in order to allow of sugar plant- 
crs making arrangements to meet the al- 
tered conditions of the industry created by 
the Act. It is hoped that after the Act has 
beet in operation for a period of. five 
years, Kanakas, if not totally banished, 
wil] at all events be a small and rapidly 
diminishing factor in the Iahour market of 
the Sugar State. 


Railway Inquiry. 

‘Tho Board of Inquiry appointed by the 
Acting Commissioner ‘to investigate the 
recent railway collision, commenced and 
terminated its proceedings within a week. 
‘The evidence given day by day has been 
eltsely followed by the majority of the 
reading public, since up to date the work- 
ing of the railway department bas been a 
closed book. The Board found that the 
sigmalman in charge of that particular line 
at the terminus was mainly responsible 
for the accident. 

Two trains were timed to leave to- 
gether, and one obscured the other from 
the signalman's view. Signals were made 
for both trains, and the nearer one left to 
time. The engine of tho other, however, 
centred, and delayed about one and a-half 
minutes. Engaged in making entries in 
his hook, this fact escaped the signalman's 
notice, and without thinking or seeing 
anything wrong. he “made the road” for 
the up-train, due in a few minutes, The 
ult way that the centered engine and 
train left the station on the up-road_in- 
stead of the down. Driver, fireman, and 
guard of the down train were all busy doing 
‘something or another, and failing to notice 
they were on the wrong line, only pulled 
up in time to save a disastrous and appal- 
ling catastrophe. The Board found the 
men in charge of the down train guilty of 
carelessness in not keeping a better look- 
out. Their report was sent on to the 
Chief Traffic Maniger, for his action, and 
he in turn sent it on to the heads of the 
men's respective departments. who alone 
have power to deal with the delinquents. 


Literary Prosecution, 

The well-known firm of G. Robertson, 
importing bookseliers, were charged last 
week at the instance of the Minister of 
Customs with importing books calculated 
to injure the public morals. The books 
on which the charge wus based were Bal- 
Droll Stories” and Paul de Keck's 
* Monsieur Dupont.” Mr. Croker, who ap- 
peared for the prosecution. said the 
Minister bad taken up the case in the in- 
terests of public morality, and to prevent 
the circulation of a series of literary filth. 
‘The information was laid under a Section 
of the Customs Act which provided for a 
penalty of £100. Professor Morris, who 
holds the chair of Literature of the Un 
versity, was called by the prosecution, and 
stated that in his opinion both books re- 
ferred to were indecent and grossly _im- 
proper. They demoralised his mind, and 
after reading them he felt he necded a 
bath. Similar evidence was given hy Mr. 
Lake (consulting editor for Austrilia 
Webster’s Dictionary )- also by the Li- 
brarian of the Public Library, who. how- 
ever. admitted that a copy of “Droll 
Stories” in French was in’ the Library. 
Council for the defence pointed cut 
that the importation of these hooks by the 
defendant firm kad gone unchallenzed for 
forty years. They were sold only to adults 
and the trade. Mr. Pauton, P. M., in 
summing up, recognised that there was 
strong evidence that the offending works 
were of such a character as was maintained 














































































by the prosecution, and on it he had on- 
Iy to order the penalty prescribed by the 


Act. This, under another section of the 
same Act,’ was reduced to £25, without 
costs. 


A Sign of the Times. 
Ab the conclusion of the recent Agri- 
cultural Show, the caterer appled for 


police protection for himself, vans, 
plants, “and, last but not ” least, 
the final day’s takings in cash. 


Writing to the Chief Commissioner of 
Police “on the subject, he said: “A 
train has been stuck up on the route I 
have to traverse.

£500 or £600 with me, and will not un- 
dertake the risk of removal unless I have 
an armed constable in the buggy with 
me.” The request included the addition 
of mounted constable to bring up the 
rear. This escort was provided at the 
caterer's expense, amounting to £1. 10s.. 
ang he considered it cheap at the price. 
If this sort of thing hecomes a frequent 
spectacle in Melbourne streets, it, will act 
ay anything but a good advertisement for 
the local police and the state of Mel- 
bourne morals. 


Post Office Motor Cars. 

The Victoria Postal Department have 
been experimenting lately with the auto- 
mobile, for clearing far-distant suburban 
pillar boxes. The Thomson motor car is the 
pattern used, with—so far—highly success- 
ful results. A recent performance was a 
Tun of about thirty miles, which, including 
stoppages necessary for clearing some 
forty pillar boxes, occupied only one hour 
and forty-five minutes. This is about half 
the time usually taken by the horse and 
van process. This record time permits of 
a further reduction, as the trial took place 
by day; whereas the cars, if adopted by 
the Post Office, will be used at night, and 
be able to attain greater speeds on the 
then-deserted roads. But wee betide the 
homeward bounder who falls foul of them 
in their wild career.

The America Cup. 

Since the Shamrock II's second defeat 
yesterday we have given up all hope 
of winning the America Cup this year 
‘The very close race on Saturday, when the | 
Shamrock sustained her first defeat, and 
her favourable position when Tuesday's 
race was abandoned, had considerably | 
hopes. But although at first 
ied _“strong hopes of a victory 
it cannot be said that the 
ment in London was anything like 
as great as on the opening day of the 
races. There were contparatively few 
people on the embankment to watch the 
Ted and green lights on the shot tower 
and the other devices for signalling the 
progress of the race. Only an almost 
impo-sible conjunction of favourable cir- 
cumstances or a seriousaccident toColumbia 
cin now enable the Shamrock to win, and 
the general feeling here is as much one of 
pathy for Sir Thomas Lipton as of 
disappointment at the National defeat. 
Already, it is said. a Scottish syndicate has 
been formed to issue a new challenge and 
build anew yacht: but these reports are 
always rife after a Cup race, and I do not 
know what foundation there is for this one. 


The War and the Government, 
Led by the “Times” and the “Standard,” 
the Unionist papers are one after another 
joining in a severe attack upon the Govern- 
ment in regard to the prosecution of the 
war. It has arisen in the first instance 












































out of the news of our heavy losses in what 


must at present be considered the some- 
what doubtful victories of Itala and Moed- 
well, and in the second instance out of 
the ‘reports of friction between Lord 
Kitchener and the War Office. The first 
of these reports was to the effect that Lord 
Kitchener had actually resigned, and had 
‘only been induced by considerable pressure 
to withdraw; his resignation. That rumour 
which appeared in the Pro-Boer organ, th 
“Daily News” received a prompt semi. 
official denial; but the “Pall Mall Gazette” 
and other Unionist papers took up. the 
cudgels and insisted that there had been 
friction even if it had not gone to the 
length reported. Then the War Oftice 
issued an official statement declaring not 
only that there had been no tender of 
resignation, but that “no friction of any 
sort has existed between Tord Kitchener 
and the War Office sinee he took over 
the command in South Africa from Lord 
Roberts.” Even the “Times " declin 
swallow this statement exeept with a grain 
of salt. [t points out that “friction is a 
somewhat indefinite term, and that Lord 
Kitchener's protest against the kind of 
material sent out to him recently in the 
shape of Yeomanry was evidence of what 
some people would call friction,” 


“ Intolerable. 
The “Standard” goes a good deat 
further. It declines to accept the War 
Office declaration as a guarantee that Lord 
Kitchener has obtained from the War 
Office the freedom of action which he 
requires ; and itadds: “Tt is certain that 
impatience with the delay in bringing the 
war to an_end ix growing. It is felt that 
the campaign ought to be o and that: 
it tolerable to have to contemplate 
several months more of this guerilla fight- 
ing, which is involving the country ina 
ruinous expense, and keeping an enormous 
army locked up in South Africa ; and itis 
dificult not to believe that, if proper 
measures had been taken and the oper 
tions carried on with no other thought, save 
that of bringing them to a speedy’ con- 
clusion, the resistance of the Burghers 
vould have been finally extinguished by 
this time ;” and the ‘Evening Standard”

The Cobra Disaster. 


‘The coroner's inquest on those few of 
the Cobra’s victims whose bodies were 
recovered was concluded yesterday, and, as 
was expected, the evidence has’ elearly 
shown that the destroyer struck no rock 
or shoal, but simply buckled up and broke 
in two.” The naval enquiry has still to 
be held, and then we shall have further 
evidence which will no doubt. throw light 
on the Cobra's, faults of construction. 
But the main facts ave clear, and they 
have no doubt. that the lives of our sailors 
on vessels of the Cobra are in con- 
stant. serious danger. Stability has been 
sacrificed to speed.

The 
proved cifeumstances of the loss of the 
Cobra, following upon that of the Viper,

The Training of Animals. 

Apropos of performing animals; which 
scem to have taken a new lease of popu- 
larity at the London variety theatres, it 
is, perhaps, not generally known that the 
back somersault is the most difficult feat 
yet achieved in the training of dogs. 
involves so much time and patience, in fact, 
that nearly all the “ professors” buy the 
canine somersaulters ready trained from 
specialists who devote their lives to this 
peculiar form of industry. Atteston, of 
London, the best known and most success 
fal of these trainers, proceeds as follows. 
He selects a small active dog, strong in the 





















































hind quarters and a good jumper, and pass- 
es a cord about two yards long round, the 
body, just behind the shoulders, leaving 
an equal length of cord at each end. The 
dog is then placed on a mattress or soft 
carpet, an assistant takes one end of the 
cord and the trainer the other, in the left 
hand, the dog's head being turned towards 
the trainer’s right hand, in which a wand. 
ix held. ‘The trainer begins by urging the 
dog to jump over the wand. As soon as 
the front paws touch the wand, the cord is 
pulled taut from both ends and the trainer 
thrusts the upper part of the dog’s body 
back with the wand. At the same instant 
the assistant gives a forward impulsion to 
the dog’s bind quarters, so that the pupi 
turns in the air with the cord as pivot. As 
soon as the dog sees the ground under h 

ho completes the turn by insti 
bringing his fect together and falling en 
them. At a later period of his training, 
i.e., when he begins to jump without the 
support of the cord, he falls on his back, 
“After several weeks’ further practice, he 
Jearns to place his hind legs beneath the 
centre of his body, spring up, turn in the 
air and fall on his feet. It goos without 
say is requires the utmost 
patience and gentlenese on the part of the 
trainer ; otherwise, the repeated falls would 
discourage the dog so much that it would 
be impossible to do anything with him, 
The trick is rarely acquired in less than 
four months. _M. Hachet-Sonplet, a well- 
known French zoologist. and_littérateur, 
to whom I am indebted for the foregoing 
details, says no one has ever succeeded in 
teaching a dog to throw a forward somer- 
sault. 


The Academy Dictionary. 


M. Francois Coppée, the poet and mem- 
ber of the Académie Francaise, is very 
cross with the Budget Commission for pok- 
ing its nose into the Academy's affairs. For 
many years, that body has been receiving 
an annual allowance of £412 for work on 
the historic dictionary of the French lan 
guage. No one has ever seen a copy of 
this monument of erudition, and somebody 
fon the Commission suggested that the 
Academicians were not earning their 
money. M. Coppée says the historic die- 
tionary—one of Voltaire’s ideas—never got 
heyond the letter A and was dropped twen- 

vears ago. The task of tracing, the hi 
tory of every word in the French language 
was found to be xo superhuman tint the 
immortals gave it up and spent the money 
and their time on the “dictionnaire d'us- 
age.” which is only etymological, ‘This 
work has been coming out at intervals for 
nearly two centuries. ‘The first edition 
was published by the Academy about 
jforty years before Dr. Johnson, un- 
aided, rendered a similar service to the 
English language. The civhth and latest 
edition came out in 1878, and the next may 
be looked for, says saneuine M Coppée, 
about the year 1910. The work is carried 
on by a committee of six Academicians, 
who each pocket the munificent remunerat- 
ion of £40 a year in addition to their sal- 
ary of £60. The committee is about to 
ickle the letter E, and M. Coppée thinks

always be’ the case ‘in practice, no value 
was declared, and also to provide for the 
continuance of the present system of com- 
muting the dues by one annual payment. 

‘This was approved and carried without 
further comment. 

It was then proposed by Mr. Benzoman, 
seconded by Mr. Malashkin, that the 
clauses limiting the rate of assessed taxes 
ou land and houses, ete., to ten (10) per 
cént and limiting ‘the charge for rent of 
Bund frontage to two (2) Kiukiang tacls 
per foot be struck out. 

Mr. Benzeman contended that these 
limitations were practically useless. ‘The 
rent for Bund frontage would regulate 
itself automatically under the operation of 
competition ; no one offering for it more 
than it was worth. If it should come to 
be worth a rent excceding two taels a foot 
there could be no object in refusing a higher 
rent when offered. "Similarly the taxes ow 
Tand and houses would have to be 
submitted to the body of electors at the 
annual meeting, and if the majority ap- 
proved of a rate exceeding 10 per cent it 
was unjust to restrict them by any limit. 

After some discussion the question was 
put to the hallot with the following

DEPARTURE OF 
PRINCE CHUN. 





Prince Chun left the Bureau of Foreign 
temporary abode in Shanghai, 
on Sunday morning for Peking vit Tang” 
ku. His departure was not such a fimetion 
as many people expected, owing probably 
to the eatly hour it took place--half-past 
cight to ‘nine—consequently very few 
officials but Chinese saw him off. “As on 
his previous departure to Germany, the 
Maloo and Bund were lined with over. a 
hundred police and a clear road was obtain- 
ed for his conveyance—a brougham with « 
pair of horses in yellow harness, escorted by 
Municipal troopers—which went at a trot 
as far as the French town bridge, where he 
was met by a yuard of honour from the 
French police, who presented arms, and in 
turn escorted the royal visitor to the vessel 
he was to embark in—the China Merchants’ 
steamer Anping.

Dowager's 67th birthday anniversary on 
the 20th instant in that city, and then start 
within a week or ten days afterwards for 
Peking. We shall, however, have to wail 
until then before one can be sure in whut 
direction the next step ix to be: It is 
absurd to believe any report» that may 
emanate from the Reactionaries tending 
to show that the Emperor will go alone 
to Peking to put into force tho reforms 
that the coup d’état of 1898 had put a 
stop to, leaving the Empress Dowager to 
seek quiet and rest at Kaifeng. 


Prince Chun, 

It was reported in local mandarin circles 
yesterday that his Highness Prince Chun 
had received the day before a special 
telegram from the Empress Dowager, 
commanding his Highness to proceed 
straight to Tientsin by sea, wait at Pe- 
king for tho return movement of the Court 
towards the old capital, and then start for 
tho Chihli borders by rail to mect their 
Majesties as they enter the frontier line of 
that province. This confirms the announce- 
ment in these columns yesterday morning 
that Prince Chun would forego the over- 
land journey to K'aiféng vid Chinkiang 
and the Grand Canal, and proceed straight 
to Tientsin and Peking. 


The Peking Gendarmerie, 

which body ever since the flight of the 
Court has been nominally under the com 
mand of Prince Ching, was on the 29th 
ultimo placed under the acting charge of 
the Manchu Grand Secretary K'un Kang. 
This was owing to the approaching depar- 
ture of Prince Ching for K‘aiféug to meet 
the Court, with reference to which it is 
understood that Prince Ching intends to 
try his best to persuade the Emprexs 
Dowager to celebrate her birthday at 
Peking instead of in K'niféng. A strong 
argument to be advanced for the specdy 
return of the Court to Peking will he 
that unless the Empress Dowager resides 
in the capital the whole province nf 
Chibi will be given over to murder and 
rapine by the Boxers and banditti this 
winter. 


Laying on the Duties.

| ACROSS SIBERIA.

Tho next day I presented my letters of in- 
troduction and went sight-seeing. A few 
years ago Omsk was no more than a village, 
though the seat of government of the steppe 
tomitories was there with one or two big 
white-washed official buildings. ‘The rest, 
however, wasa cluster of huts. It was a post 
station where horses were changed by travel- 
lers and where gangs of chained criminals 
were divided and sent to various regions. 
But no manacled prisoners have been 
marched through its streets for three years 
now. Thero is. prison, but it is for local 
wrongdoers. Now and then a train, iron- 
built and all the windows heavily barred, 
grunts through Omsk station with the faces 
of brute murderers and political prisoners 
peering out. But that is only seldom. ‘Tho 
exportation of offenders from Russia is 
ceasing. The worst criminals are still sont 
to tho Island of Saghalien in the Far East. 
But they aro taken in convict ships from 

Petersburg or Odessa. 

Tho town is not unlike a West American 
settlement. It is in a raw unfinished state. 
Huge handsome buildings are in course of 

rection, but round are rude log shanties. 

Tho finest stuctures are the churches and 
tho breweries. 
The Irtish river is alongside. I went 
aboard «t passenger steamer which plies to 
Semipolatinsk, not far from the Chinese 
frontier, and Obdorsk within the rango of 
the Arctic Circle. There were excellent cab- 
ins, a long dining room and a comfortably 
furnished ‘sitting-room, Such fine water 
ways are the Obi and the Irtish, the latter a 
tributary of the other, that every summer 
fone or more steamers from London, which 
have come round by the North Capo and 
skirted the foot of Novaia Zemlia, drop 
their anchors at Omsk bringing English 
wares and taking back wheat and skins, 

The main street is broad ; thero ato sev- 

ue stores where you ‘can buy every= 
thing. ‘The Church of St. Nicholas is an 
imposing bulb-towered edifice of bedizoncd 
Byzantian architecture. 
Tt was a holy day when I was at Oinsk— 
they have about 200 holy days a year in 
the Russian Empire when no work can bo 
done—and I went to seo it just as tho con- 
gregation was dispersing. ‘Tho ladies wera 
more or less fashionably dressed in bright 
summer costtmes and beflowered hats and 
had gay parasols.

In point of speed, the Dentchs- 
land is far superior to any vessel belonging 
to any other Power. She can steam con-

—-has a speed of 22 knots per hour. All 
tho other German vessels, except two, can 
steam at 18.5 knots an hour and upwards.
